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its length, 4 lines. Head, consisting of its tvvo tubular bothria, about 7 
lines in length and 8 İines in breadth. Beothria smooth, eylindrical, 
arched outvveardly, and connected together throughout their vhole 
extent, and each of about the same diameter at the top as at the 
bottom. UÜpper openings circular and large , lover openings very 
small and quite terminal, Neck none. Artieulations at anterior 
extremity extremely small, appearing like mere ruge. Articulations 
of rest of body, in adnİt specimens, very nnmerous, narrov,, much 
broader than long, and erovded together , in smaller and apparently 
yonnger specimens (vvhieh, hovvever, look as if perfect in length), the 
articulations near the posterior extremity are, comparatively speaking, 
much larger, longer than broad, and are more like those of 5. /aziceps 
or B. pythonis. "Yhe most distinguishing character is the size and 
shape of the head.

"The Seeretary read the folloving extract from a letter addressed 
to him by Dr. Bennett, F.Z.S., dated Sydney, Nov. I8th, relating 
to a İiving specimen of the Lyre-bird of Nev Holland (Mezorra su- 
perba), vhich the Aeclimatization Soctety of that city vere intending 
to transmit by the first favourable opportunity to this Society :— 

““ After repeated trials of keeping this vvild and restless bird in 
captivity, and having procured and lost in one year numerous living 
birds of all ages, from the young bird to the adnlt, ve have so far 
succeeded as to preserve one alive and in excellent health, and feed- 
ing veell, since the 23rd of August last , to this day it continnes 
in good health and condition. İt is a yonug bird, at present in im- 
mature plumage, and the sex cannot yet be determined. Tt is placed 
in a large vire compartment vvith the Talegallas or Brush-Turkeys, 
and it appears to en)oy their society very much. VVhether their com- 
pany reconciles it to confinement I cannot say ş but, at all events, it 
feeds veell and thrives, and displays a great amonnt of activity for a 
great part of the day, running about the cage incessantly, seratching 
the ground. İt feeds on the İlarva of the TeZZ/gonöe or ““ Locust” of 
the colonists, meat ehopped very small, slugs, and vorms, This 
bird vas captnred at Broughton”s Pass, Illavarra district. Should 
ve be fortunate enougl to keep it alive by the time of the departure 
of the “La Hogue,” it vill be sent to the Zoological Society under 
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Mr. Broughton”s care, vhen it vill have every ehanıce of reaching 
England alive.” 


"The Secretary called the attention of the meeting to the fine 
young male specimen of the Prong-horned Antelope of America 
(datolocapra americana), yüst received, in the Society”s Menagerie, 
being as he believed, the first instance of the introduction of this 
animal alive into Europe. This animal, of vrhich a vvater-colour 
draving by Mr. VYolf (Plate TİL) vas exhibited, had been imported 
into Ney York from California, and thence brought to this country. 


Mr. Selater exhibited a stuffed specimen of a, VVater-Pipit consi- 
dered by Mr. Gould to be 4/a£2us spönotetta (Lim.), from the col- 
lection of the Bishop of Oxford, V.P. of the Society, and read the 
folloving letter, giving partieulars as to its supposed capture in this

€ Mx Lonp,—İn ansver to your note of this morning respecting 
the VVater-Pipit, 1 beg to say vve cannot give very definite informa- 
tion as to the truth of its capture , but vve remember the cirenm- 
stances very vvell, 

“€ Tt vas killed, about the vünter of 1859 or 1860, by a young gen- 
tleman from the Brighton College, vrho vas in the habit of shooting a 
great many birds, on an extensive beach extending from the outskirts 
of Brighton to Shoreham, vhere there are some large ponds and a 
good expanse of mud, vhich at high tide is covered vrith vater, 

“€ He had that day killed several birds, namely, Skylarks, Pipits, 
Sre., vrhich he brought to me the same evening. 1 immedaately 
noticed the VVater-Pipit amongst them as a bird nev to me, and 
strongly recommended him to have it preserved ş but he refused, and 
gave me all his birds. 1 preserved it at once and kept it, expecting 
to be able at some future time to diseover its species, vvhich 1 did 
shortly after purchasing Mr. Bree”s “Birds of Enrope.” 

€“ "YThe reason that ve cannot tell the exact date is that, as it vvas 
given to us, no entry vas made in our books. 

“€ Your Lordship”s obedient Servant, £c.,

Mr. Selater stated that a second specimnen of the same species, 
obtained under similar circumstances, vvas in the possession of Mr. 
Gould. 


Mr. Selater exhibited the type specimen of €alago monteiri”, 
Bartlett, P. Z. S. 1863, p. 231, pl. xxvırr,, from the collection of 
Mr. L. A, Monteiro, and stated that he had compared it vüth the 
specimens of Ga/ago erassicaudata and Otogale erassicaudata, var. 
kirkü, Gray (P. Z. S. 1864, p. 456), m the Drtish Museum. 

Mr. Sclater stated that the specimen called “var. ZörA2” by 
Dr. Gray vas intermediate in colouring betveen vhat Dr. Gray 
considered the typical G. erassicaudata and the present specimen.
